Claim Objections 

5. Claims 7-1 6 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

The amendment to the claims filed 6/15/05 is improper. Since claims 7-16 are 
newly added claims, rules 1.126 indicates that these new claims should be continue 
from the end of the last set of claim (e.g. claims 1-20). The office has take initiative to 
renumber these claims. In response to this office action, applicant must cancel the old 
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claims 1-20 entirely and refer to new claims 7-16 as claims 21-30. For purpose of 
clarity, new claims 7-16 will be refer to as claims 21-30 in this action.

b. Claim 22 (old 8), 

c. Claim 23 (old 9), 

d. Claim 24 (old 10), 

e. Claim 25 (old 11),

6. The word "itself of claims 21 , 27, and 29 seems redundant and unnecessary. 
Suggest the applicant to delete it. 

7. The claiming of the "second wheel" of claims 21 and 28 is lacking antecedent 
basis and further improper because there is no claiming of a first wheel. 

8 The recitations "movable element" and "movable plate" are being used 
interchangeably throughout claims 21-30. The office reminds Applicant of the 
consistency in using these term throughout the claims. 
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Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 21-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bailey 
(USPN. 1,272,761). 

Bailey discloses all of the structural as claimed, the scooter comprising: 

a. a base frame (10) having an upper surface; 

b. two wheels (1 1 , 12) in engagement with the base frame to allow movement of 
the scooter; 

. c. a motion-transmitting unit (figure 1) associated with the base frame to drive at 
least one of said wheels; 

d. at least one first and one second plate (37, 38) separated from each other, 
superposed to the upper surface of the base frame and movable in reciprocating 
manner between a point of minimum distance from the upper surface of the base frame 
and a point of maximum distance from the upper surface of the base frame; 

e. two free-wheels (figure 3) to transfer the motion received through the 
deformable element (56) to the second wheel in an alternated matter; 

d. means (12) for syncronizing motion of said first and second movable plates 
comprising a fixed structure (62) emerging away from the upper surface of the base 
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frame and a deformable body, wherein the first and the second movable plates are 
hinged on the base frame at a front region of the scooter. 

With regard to claims 22-30. Bailey discloses all of the claimed limitations.
